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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The remarks filed 9/28/2009 have been entered and fully considered. 

2. Claims 1-3, 6 and 11-13 are presented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1, 3, 6, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sano et al., U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002/0077384 Ai in view of 
Itabashi et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,854,323. 

Sano teaches an ink composition comprising a phthalocyanine dye, a 
polymerizable monomer (page 4, [0053]), an epoxy resin (page 3, [0049]), a 
photoinitiator (page 4, [0061]) and additional additives (page 5, [0065]). The epoxy 
resin is alkali-soluble and the photoinitiator is a photosensitive component. Sano does 
not teach the specific dye as claimed. 

Additionally, Itabashi teaches hydroxy copper phthalocyanine dye as a pigment 
dispersing agent in ink compositions. The hydroxyl copper phthalocyanine pigment 
meets the limitations of the formula in instant claim 3. Itabashi teaches the ink 
compositions are used in coated articles, which are coated substrates. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the hydroxy copper phthalocyanine 
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of Itabashi in the photosensitive composition of Sano because Itabashi teaches the 
hydroxyl copper phthalocyanine pigment improves adaptability with polymers when 
forming ink compositions for coated articles (col. 1, lines 6-13). 

5. Claims 1, 2, 6, 11 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tronche et al., U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002/0025402 Ai in view of Yashiro et 
al., U.S. Patent No. 7,144,677 B2. 

Tronche teaches a radiation curable composition for optical discs comprising a 
photoinitiator (page 5, [0047]), a polymerizable monomer (page 5, [0052]), an epoxy 
acrylate to increase curing speed (page 4, [0043]) and an alkali-soluble polymer (page 5, 
[0045]). Tronch teaches vinyl ethers and vinyl esters as the polymerizable monomer 
(instant claim 13) (page 5, [0052]). Although Tronch teaches a phthalocyanine dye in 
the composition, Tronch does not teach the specific structure of a copper 
phthalocyanine dye with the specific alkoxy groups as the substituents as claimed. 

Additionally, Yashiro teaches a recording layer comprising a copper 
phthalocyanine dye with the substituent (-0-C(R 1 )(R 3 )-R 2 ) wherein R 1 and R3 are 
hydrogen atoms and R 2 is a phenyl group (col. 7, lines 11-35). The substituent group (-0- 
C(R 1 )(R 3 )-R 2 ) is preferred to attach to the phthalocyanine compound to improve 
recording sensitivity, adjust absorption wavelength of the recording layer and improve 
solubility in the coating solvent (col. 7, lines 11-14). Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to substitute the phthalocyanine dye of Yashiro in the composition of Tronche 
to improve coating properties as taught by Yashiro. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 9/28/2009, with respect to the rejection(s) of 
claim(s) 1, 3, 6, 12 and 13 under 103(a), claims 1, 6 and 13 under 103(a) and claims 1, 2, 
6, 11 and 13 under 103(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejections have been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, new ground(s) 
of rejection are made herein. 

7. Applicant argues that Yashiro teaches "other groups" may be added to the 
substituent groups A1-A8. However, the groups are too numerous to choose from. 
Yashiro teaches the alkoxy of 1-10 carbons is a preferred substituent group (col. 6, lines 
23-25). Therefore, one of ordinary skill would envision forming a substituent group of a 
methoxy or methoxyphenyl group attached to the phthalocyanine dye.
